Foreigner Didn't Pay It. 


A few months ago we read of an 


American paying $300.000 for a neck- 
lace for his wife. 
Used though we 


are to lavish displays of wealth, this 
was startling. Our wives, bless their 
hearts, smiled none the less sweetly 
on us, though modestly adorned, or 
not at all save by their native grace, 
but all who have by honest effort 
achieved a measuie of success must 
have felt, as I did, that something had 
thrown the scales of fortune out of 
balance. We soon found out -what it 
was. There was a wrangle about the 
duties to be paid. 
This was poetic 


justice, because it brought out 
the 


fact that this man's wealth was 
amassed in a few years by exactions, 
through the tariff, from the entire' 
American people. They paid for that 


compelled to do it. 


We produce no tin in America, and 


until the last preceding Republican 
tariff law got all our tin plate from 
Wales. There was no complaint about 
the price. While that law was being 
framed this man and his associates., 
then men of .small means, seeing a 
chance to levy toll on every household 
in the country, asked the committee 
to put a duty of two cents a pound on 
tin plate. They represented that this

The industry was start- 
ed all right, but, with the We^sh plates 
ruled out. and the market thus con- 
trolled, a much higher price has ever 
since been exacted. The present law 
maintains the duty, reduced only half 
a cent per pound, notwithstanding 
protests from all over the country. 
The parties to the scheme quickly 
gained immense wealth. The Steel 
trust adopted this infant. 
And the 


buyer of the necklace recently died 
worth thirty million dollars. 


I have picked one instance out of 


many. They all belong to the same 
litter, the offspring of 
the vicious 


system of lending the taxing power to 
be used merely for private advantage. 
The government, in this case, as in 
many others, gets but little revenue, 
because the tax is so high that only 
a small part of the plate we use is 
imported. When

Difference in Platforms. 


Time does not permit me to speak 


in detail of the platforms unanimous- 
ly reported and adopted by our con- 
ventions.

and our practical people, once started, 
always work out the desired result in 
the end.

Ohio's Eminence, 


Ohio has always been generous to 


the Union, but "she has never lacked 
capable and eminent sons for her own 
service. 
Throughout the century of 


her existence, jwhose close we cele- 
brated five years-ago, her rapid growth 
in all the attributes of a great com- 
monwealth was never checked. And 
this was chiefly due to the .independ- 
ence in the choice of -officers and the 
watchfulness of their conduct which 
has always distinguished her people.

The Statehouse Dynasty. 


It is common knowledge that these 


officers 
have employed their enor- 


mous patronage aud power, which ex- 
tends into every county in the state, 
to build up a political organization 
which, in alliance with the bosses of 
the various cities, had complete con- 
trol of the recent Republican conven- 
tion. They thus dictated the nomina- 
tions for auditor and for treasurer of 
their present deputies, and for attor- 
ney general of the favorite of one of 
the bosses in the alliance. It is plain 
that the election of these men is In- 
tended to and would simply prolong 
the present Statehouse dynasty. 


These 
nominations 
were 
thus 


forced on the Republican voters of 
the state in spite of reports generally 
current concerning the 
deposit of 


public funds. 
Many Republican jour- 


nals of high standing at once repudi- 
ated 
these candidates, 
and their 


course was justified by the investigat- 
ing committee's report, which is part 
of the records of the state. The re- 
port was founded almost entirely on 
the evidence and conduct of the offi- 
cials themselves. The facts, therefore, 
are not open to successful denial. ' 
Governor's Duty to Enforce Laws. 
The duty of the governor is to 


enforce the laws and see to it that 
the o'ther officers of the state proper- 
ly perform their duties.

given by law full authority to investi- 
gate their conduct.

There 
were certificates of deposit issued by 
the banks, from which names and 
amounts might be gathered and the 
interest computed, but the Interest 
paid could only be gleaned from the 
banks* letters transmitting checks for 
it. and some of these 
letters were 


missing. So they had to write to the 
148 banks which had been favored 
with deposits for statements of the 
interest they had paid, and these did 
not agree with the slips and loose 
memoranda 
which constituted 
the 


"accounts"' of the deposit of the funds 
of the state of Ohio. As the treasurer 
was a business man and his deputy 
an expert bookkeeper, this state of 
things looked q-eer to everybody bat 
the governor. In any private office 
in the slate there would have been a 
vacancy and an investigation before 
sundown. 


Governor's Peculiar Apology. 


Bnt lei that r>a.«s as mere careless- 


ness, if the voters of Ohio are willing. 


will surely hope it is true, as 


the governor said at Yoiingstown re- 
ferring to this and the other disclos- 
ures of the investigation, that "Xo 
Iwo persons, perhaps, would conduct 
a public office in precisely the same 
way. 
except in the general 
compli- 


ance with the law." These deputies, 
If elected, might, conduct the offices 
the same way as their chiefs, but cer- 
tainly nobody else would.

Tbe committee then ask«d these 


officers whether they were interested 
In any of the depository banks. 
It 


was admitted that they are all stock- 
holders in a number of banks; but 
when the committee asked in which 
banks and how much stock they had, 
the answer by the treasurer and his 
deputy was that it was ^'ONE OF 
THEIR BUSINESS. The committee 
had to get the exact information from 
the sworn statements filed in the vari- 
ous counties by the banks, as requir- 
ed by law. It proved to be very flat- 
tering to the thriftiness of all these 
officials, most of whom " had entered 
the public service little blessed of for- 
tune, and also to their sagacity in the 
setection of these 
particular 
bank 


stocks for the investment of 
their 


savings, which was largely if not en- 
tirely after they entered the public 
service. 


Private Interest In Deposits. 


No less than ?2,000,000 of the state 


funds were found to be on deposit in 
banks in which the treasurer, the 
auditor and their proposed 
deputy- 


successors owned stock and the bank 
of.

Be It resolved by the General Assembly
